starvation. We can absorb and burn 
up our muscles until 60 per cent of 
their weight has gone. -We can do the 
same with from 30 to 40 per cent of 
our liver and digestive organs and 20 
per cent of our lungs. Our bearts can 
lose 10 per cent, and our brains and 
nervous system can lose 5 pes cent.. It 
will thus be seen that the more vital 
organs, brain and heart, yield least of 
their valuable substance for the life of 
the body, while the less valuable sub- 
stances—fat, muscles, and so on—are 
consumed first.—New York American.

Pow«r» of Sheik til Islam. 


The office of sheik ul Islam—literal- 


ly chief or ancient of Islam—ranks sec- 
ond only to that of sultan in the Otto- 
man empire. *Its holder is ecclesiasti- 
cal head of the empire and supreme in- 
terpreter of the Koran, with absolute 
control over all Imams, dervishes and 
religious institutions, but he has ju- 
dicial and political authority also, be- 
ing, Indeed, first magistrate, privy seal 
and minister for education. In some 
respects the sheik ul Islam is superior 
even to the sultan, for his edicts are 
irrevocable. The sultan may dismiss 
him before he Issues an edict, but the 
edict once issued takes automatic legal 
effect, even though, as happened In the 
case of Abdul Hamid. It decrees the 
deposition of the sultan himself.

Origin of "The M«r*tiHais».'1 


Strange ?.s it may seem, neither the 


poem nor tba music of the French na- 
tional hymn, "The Marseillaise," was 
written at Marseilles, and the original 
title Included no suggestion of the 
great seaport v& the Mediterranean. 
It was in translation "War Song of 
the Army of the Rhine," and It was 
composed in the city of Strasburg by 
a civil engineer three years after the 
fall of tha Bastile. 


Word had come that the South Ger- 


man states had combined with France 
against Prussia and Austria, and in 
the home of Mayor Dietrich of Stras- 
burg the new song was sung. The mu- 
sic was arranged for military band aud 
was widely disseminated. On the 30th 
of July, 1792, a company of soldiers 
from Marseilles entered Paris singing 
Rouget de Lisle's song, which was 
then about nine weeks old.

the splendid pool in the North Fork 
just below the 
waterworks 


may lose the pluiv entirely 
dam, 
as a 


bathing resort unless certain <rf their 
number atop the practice of swim- 
ming above the dam. Health Officer 
Knauss today erected a sign on the 
south side of the bridge warning 
bathers to keep below the dam. Un- 
less the practice is stopped arrests 
will follow, and if it is necessary. 
ull bathing in the vicinity will 
be 


stopped. 


At cording 
to 
state 
laws 
the 


he-ilth department has control of the 
stream for ten miles above the point 
where the water supply Is secured, 
ruder this law tho department also 
has arbitrary powers to prevent wa- 
ter pollution. 


Several years ago when the pool 


below the dam was first used for 
a bathing "beach" the department 
had some difficulty in 
preventing 


bathers from using the pool above 
the dam. At that time it was found 
necessai^' to make arrests for vio- 
lations of the orders and some stiff 
fines were assessed. 


The pool below the dam is a pop- 


ular place for Newark young people 
and practically is the only suitable 
place near the city for water sports. 
As many as 150 bathers have been 
in the pool at one time this sum- 
mer. 
There is no reason why the 


health 
department's order 
should 


not be obeyed, and there are numer- 
ous reasons why it should be ob- 
served. 


The action of a few persons, too 


selfish to observe s-ueh rules, may 
result in closing the stream against 
all bathers. 
Those who are enjoy- 


ing the sport below the dam, should 
assist the department in securing an 
observance of the order, by report- 
ing promptly the names of individ- 
ual violators. 


"We are glad thcro is such a place 


for those fond of swimming," said 
Dr. Knauss this morning, "but the 
department will not stand for the 
use of the water above the dam as 
a bathing pool. 
If necessary to stop 


this, we shall prohibit all bathing 
in that neighborhood, as much as 
we would dislike clo.-ing the pool 
below the dam.

will watch carefully to see if

ed.
